James Filmer’s “A Seagull at Rest, Shinnecock” 
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Long Island 
Greenway Plan 
to Link Montauk 
and Manhattan 
Advances

he Long Island: Greenway, a proposed 

175-mile pedestrian and bicycle route 
that officials are seeking to establish from 
Montauk to Manhattan, is taking steps for- 
ward in the planning process. 

The proposed Greenway would link parks, 
trails and public lands while providing a com- 
bination of off-road/on-road connection be- 
tween communities — with work starting to 
the west and making its way eastbound. 

“The abundance of beautiful parklands, 
trails and natural open spaces are one of the 
aspects that make our island such a desirable 
place to live, and the Long Island Greenway 
will connect our communities and enable 
Long Islanders to better enjoy an active life- 
style,” said John Cameron, chair of the Long 
Island Regional Planning Council, which is 
discussing the plan at its February 10 meet- 
ing. 

Once enacted, the Long Island Greenway 
would be the local leg of New York State’s 750- 
mile Empire Trail that stretches from Buffalo 
in the west and Plattsburg in the north to New 
York City. 

The plan is funded through a combination 
of private and taxpayer support through the 
state’s recently renewed Environmental Bond 
Act. Phase 1, which will run 25 miles from 
Eisenhower Park in East Meadow to Brent- 
wood State Park, is slated to begin next year. 

“The Long Island Greenway will serve not 
only as an economic and tourism draw for 
communities across the Island, but it will 
serve as a vital component of daily life for res- 
idents, allowing for a cleaner, safer mode of 
transportation,” said Carter Strickland, vice 
president of the Mid-Atlantic region and New 
York State director at Trust for Public Land.

Thiele Accuses Stony Brook University of 
Letting Southampton Hall Languish — 


‘BY TAYLOR K. VECSEY 


S tony Brook University (SBU) has failed to keep 
its commitments as stewards of the Southamp- 
ton campus, according to allegations from New York 
State Assemblyman Fred W. Thiele Jr. (D-Sag Har- 
bor), who called the university “the biggest slumlord 
on the East End.” 

At the center of Thiele’s frustration is that the uni- 
versity has allowed the iconic Southampton Hall, a 
Grosvenor Atterbury-designed building at the center 
of the campus, to languish. In 2006, the State Uni- 
versity of New York acquired Southampton College- 
Long Island University, a transaction that Thiele and 
then-state Sen. Ken LaValle largely facilitated. 

“Since then, Stony Brook ‘University has had a 
checkered record as the steward of the campus,” 
Thiele said in a press release issued last week. 

Stony Brook University abandoned a fledging un- 
dergraduate sustainability program at the campus 
in 2009, in an attempt to close the campus. Thiele 
and Southampton students successfully sued Stony 
Brook University, which led to efforts to grow pro- 
gramming at the graduate center. 

“At that time, the university put Vice President for 
Strategic Initiatives Matthew Whelan in charge for 
planning at the campus,” Thiele says. “During his 
tenure, we saw sustained progress at the campus, in- 
cluding the construction of the new Marine Sciences 
Building and the establishment of several graduate 
health sciences programs at Southampton. Coupled 
with the continued growth of the well-established 
Fine Arts Program at the campus under the leader- 
ship of Robert Reeves, enrollment for the campus 
grew to 800 students per year.” 

After Southampton Hospital became affiliated 
with Stony Brook University Hospital, plans came 
into focus to build a new state-of-the-art hospital at 
the campus. ee 

“The future of the campus was bright,” Thiele said. 

SBU was then supposed to renovate Southamp- 
ton Hall, an architecturally significant building de- 
signed by Atterbury, an innovative architect whose 


work included many weekend homes for wealthy 


industrialists on the East End. Sited at the top of the 
hill at the center of campus, it has long served as an 
anchor for activities and had been the main admin- 
istrative building at Southampton College-LIU. . 
When it was announced in 2018, the plan was 
for the newly established Lichtenstein Center to be 


based there as a premier cultural institution, as well 


as many other programs and conferences. 

SBU committed $5 million in capital to South- 
ampton Hall. The architectural firm Marble Fair- 
banks submitted the winning design after a global 
search process and, in 2019, the firm produced a 
comprehensive feasibility study for $200,000. 

Yet, nothing has occurred since the study. Thiele 
says there is no long-term plan in place. 

Instead, Southampton Hall has fallen into further 
disrepair and has since been condemned.

Thiele says that last summer both he and state 
Sen. Anthony Palumbo (R-New Suffolk) urged Uni- 
versity President Maurie D. McInnis to seek funding 
for Southampton Hall from the $350 million Long 
Island Investment Fund, created by the State Legis- 
lature for the 2022-23 state budget to focus on large- 
scale, transformative projects. 

“Our top priority on the East End for LIIF funding 
is the renovation of Southampton Hall on the Stony 
Brook Southampton campus,” Thiele and Palumbo 
wrote at the time. 

However, SBU did not apply for the funding, de- 
spite the officials’ urging in a letter, dated July 22, 
2022. 

“It is not an option to demolish such a significant 
structure,” the letter continued. “The renovation 
will only get more expensive with time. Current es- 
timates of $20 million will only increase.” 

The renovated building would host conferences 
and retreats and promote collaborative partnerships 
and professional development and “would play to 
the strengths of both the University and the region,” 
the letter said. “The potential of such activities to 
create economic opportunity and jobs is significant.” 

“The Southampton campus can be one of Stony 
Brook University’s greatest assets. Yet, it is wasting 
away,” Thiele said in his statement last week. 

“The University has had stewardship of the prop- 


-erty for 17 years. Their lack of action over the last 


four years is inexcusable and can no longer be tol- 
erated. Not only is Southampton Hall a potential 
economic engine for eastern Long Island as a center 
of arts and culture, but the abandoned residential 
dormitory complex possesses a great opportunity 
for community housing,” he continued. 

Thiele is offering a solution. He has proposed a 
three-point plan that begins with the appointment 
of a senior executive member of the university ad- 
ministration to take responsibility for the campus. 
Secondly, the university has to come up with an im- 
mediate plan to renovate Southampton Hall, and, 
lastly, the establishment of a Comprehensive Plan 
Committee to develop a five-year plan for the rest of 
the campus, including community housing opportu- 
nities where the dormitories are now located. 

“Friends of the Southampton campus have waited

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Top NY Court 
Nullifies Sand 
Land Permit, But 
Case Not Over Yet

he top court in New York State recent- 

ly nullified mining permits for Sand 
Land, the Noyac-based mine at the center 
of a long-running legal dispute, but the liti- 
gation appears far from over. 

The state Court of Appeals ruled Febru- 
ary 9 that while mining operations must 
be halted, it ordered the state Department 
of Conservation (DEC) to have Albany 
County court rehear the case and decide 


if mining can continue despite a Town of . 


Southampton law prohibiting it. The top 
court also ordered the Town of Southamp- 
ton to decide if the mine’s request to ex- 
tend operations on its 50-acre site would 
be allowable as a nonconforming use — a 
variance that would permit it to continue 
mining despite the town law prohibit- 
ing such operations in the area — since 
the ban was enacted after the mine was 
established. 

“Both DEC and the town have previ- 
ously concluded that mining is not entirely 
prohibited under the relevant local zoning 
laws,” Acting Chief Judge Anthony Can- 
nataro wrote for the panel of judges. “Al- 
though we agree that the statute must be 


read to be consistent with mine owners’ » 


constitutionally protected rights, we reject 
Sand Land’s assertion that mine owners 
have a constitutional right to mine their 
parcels to an indefinite depth, limited only 
by DEC’s safety regulations.” 

The town had sued the DEC, arguing that 
the agency’s permit ran afoul of town code 
prohibiting mines to protect the public 
drinking water aquifer. A Suffolk County 
court ruled in 2020 that the mine’s permit 
was valid but an appeals court panel had 
ruled in 2021 that the DEC had violated 


state environmental law when it granted a - 


permit for the expansion of the Sand Land 
mine in 2018. The latest ruling affirms that 
decision. 

“This is a victory for the public and for 
clean water,” state Assemblyman Fred W: 
Thiele Jr. (D-Sag Harbor) said. “With the 
mining permits annulled, the DEC must 
now immediately close this illegal mine. 
No further delays can be tolerated.” 

A representative for the DEC said the 
agency declined to comment beyond stat- 
ing that it is reviewing the decision. An at- 
torney for the mine could not be reached. 


Russian Oligarch’s 
Associate Indicted for 
Sanctions Violations 
Over Southampton 
Mansion

n associate of a sanctioned Russian oligarch has 
been accused of violating U.S. sanctions and mon- 
ey laundering for-the associate’s role in maintaining 
and trying to sell the oligarch’s Southampton mansion. 
A Manhattan federal grand jury indicted Vladimir 
Voronchenko on charges unsealed February 7 for alleg- 
edly scheming to make over $4 million in payments to 
maintain four U.S. properties worth $75 million com- 
bined — including a mansion at 19 Duck Pond Lane 
listed in 2020 for nearly $16 million that federal agents 
raided on September 1 —*belonging to the sanctioned 
oligarch Viktor Vekselberg. 

Voronchenko tried to sell the mansion and Veksel- 
berg’s penthouse apartment on Park Avenue in Man- 
hattan through an attorney with funds flowing through 
shell corporations and an escrow fund known as an 
Interest on Lawyer Trust Accounts (IOLTA). 

“Immediately after Vekselberg’s (sanctions were en- 
acted in 2018) ... the source of the funds used to main- 
tain and service the properties changed,” Manhattan 
federal prosecutors said in a news release. “The IOLTA 
account began to receive wires from a bank account in 
the Bahamas held in the name of a shell company con- 
trolled by Voronchenko, Smile Holding Ltd., and from 
a Russian bank account held in the name of a Russian

national who was related to Voronchenko. ... Although 
the source of the payments changed, the management 
of the payments remained the same as before.” 

Between June 2018 and March 2022, approximately 
25 wire transfers totaling approximately $4 million 
were sent to the IOLTA account while Voronchenko was 
controlling the properties, authorities alleged. 

The 70-year-old permanent U.S. resident was charged 
with conspiring to violate and evade U.S. sanctions, vi- 
olating the International Emergency Economic Powers 
Act, conspiring to commit international money laun- 
dering, international money laundering and contempt 
of court for fleeing the U.S. after receiving a grand jury 
subpoena in May 2022 on Fisher Island, Fla., that re- 
quired his testimony. Voronchenko took a flight from 
Miami to Dubai, and then to Moscow, authorities said. 

Voronchenko has lived in Moscow, Manhattan, 
Southampton and Fisher Island while promoting him- 
self as a successful businessman, art collector and 
dealer and a close friend and business associate of Vek- 
selberg, whose yacht authorities seized off the coast of 
Spain last year. 

It was not immediately clear if Voronchenko has a law- 
yer. He faces up to 20 years in federal prison, if convicted.

Palumbo Sues NY Senate Dems in Bid to 


ew York State Sen. Anthony Palumbo (R-New 

Suffolk) is suing Senate Majority Leader Andrea 
Stewart-Cousins (D-Yonkers) and 10 other Democrats 
for blocking Gov. Kathy Hochul’s pick of Judge Hector 
LaSalle to lead the state Court of Appeals. 

The legal gambit, highly unusual for a typical state 
judiciary confirmation process, aims to force a floor 
vote on the nomination of LaSalle, a Brentwood na- 
tive, after it failed to pass the judiciary committee 
last month by a 10-9 vote. Palumbo, the ranking GOP 
member on the state committee, was listed as the 
plaintiff in the suit filed in Suffolk County Supreme 
Court on February 9. He and the other five Republi- 
cans on the committee, along with state Sen. Jamal 
Bailey (D-Bronx), didn’t vote to recommend LaSalle be 
confirmed as chief justices of the state’s highest court, 
but said his nomination should be advanced to the full 
Senate. 


Force Contested Chief Judge Nominee Vote

In the complaint, Palumbo argues the state Senate 
Democratic majority’s position that LaSalle’s nomina- 
tion was defeated when the committee voted it down 
last month is unconstitutional, arguing that the state 
constitution stipulates there must be a full-floor vote 
on the nomination. He specifically pointed to Article 
VI of the state constitution, which says the governor 
appoints-a chief judge for the state Court of Appeals 
with the “advice and consent of the senate,” interpret- 
ing that to mean the full state Senate. 

While Hochul’s office has made the same argument 
that the constitution stipulates a full Senate vote, her 
spokesperson Hazel Crampton-Hayes declined to 
comment on the GOP suit. Mike Murphy, a spokesper- 
son for Stewart-Cousins, blasted Senate Republicans 
on the grounds of their legal action. 

“It is embarrassing but not surprising that the Sen- 
ate Republicans have no basic understanding of law or 
the constitution,” Murphy said in a statement.c vbgb

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Inside Camp Hero and Montauk’s Military Past

ust before you get to the Montauk 

Lighthouse, there is a turn-off toa 
415-acre public park called Camp Hero 
State Park. It was originally called 
-Fort Hero and was named af- 
ter Maj. Gen. Andrew Hero 
Jr., who died during World 
War II, and it is well worth 
a visit. Built in the early 
1940s as the home of the 
Montauk Air Force Station, 
it served as a coastal artil- 
lery base to prevent the Germans 
from attacking American soil during 
World War II. 

Hundreds of soldiers lived in bar- 
racks there. Their weapons included 
four 15-foot-long artillery guns which, 
sheltered in bunkers under concrete 
hoods, could, with a thunderous roar, 
fire shells 23 miles out into the ocean 
to sink enemy battleships. Elsewhere 
on the property was an anti-aircraft 
gun and seven concrete machine gun 
nests in concrete towers 20 feet up 
from which American soldiers could 
fire through slit windows at Germans 
disembarking from landing craft de- 
termined to fight their way inland 
from the beach. 

Two machine gun nests were at the 
lighthouse itself. One was a giant con- 
crete clamshell embedded in the cliff 
face below the lighthouse with the slit 
window facing west. It’s gone now, 
washed out around 1995. But the other 
machine gun nest still stands. It is the 
white rectangular building that rises 
60 feet directly in front of the 112-foot 
lighthouse. Look up and you'll see the 
slit window at the top where the guns 
and the officers with binoculars were 
stationed. 

Had a German armada of ships, 
bombers and landing craft ever invad- 
ed, which they did not, the base’s formi- 
dable array of defensive weapons might 
have delayed them for a day or two. 

When I was a teenager in Montauk 
years ago, what today is Camp Hero 
State Park was a woods filled with 
abandoned buildings mostly falling 
apart and covered with vines. When 
World War II ended, the Army shut 
Camp Hero and cut up the big guns 
for scrap. But they removed nothing 
else. Camp Hero was just left to rot, 
a spooky place to climb around in, 
which we did, sometimes at night, 
by climbing over chain-link fences. 
Seen from the air, it had been built to 
resemble a fishing village. Roofs bore 
fake church steeples and bell towers. 
There was a “town green.”

When I was 17, the local fire depart- 
ment was tasked with burning the 
fake village down. An exercise would 
be the end of that. 

So what is Camp Hero today? The 
property still sports bunkers and mil- 
itary structures; one is high on a hill 
and consists of a reinforced concrete 
rectangle that, with its peaked roof, 
resembles a house: The roof’s over- 
hang creates a narrow shadow under- 
neath that disguises the slit windows 
and machine gunners. 

One surviving artifact is the radar 
tower, deployed in 1960 and opera- 
tional until 1980, to become an Air 
Force early warning system facility. 
The enemy was not Germany now, but 
Russia. And though there was no fear 
of a Russian invasion, there was a fear 
that the Russians might fire guided 
missiles. 

The 773rd Air Force base, as it was 
called, was activated in 1946. It had no 
landing strip. After 1960, it was just 
the tower and its support buildings 
and a staff of about 100 officers. Had 
the Russian missiles flown overhead 
in those years, officers controlling 
the radar tower at Montauk would 
have radioed the big military airport 
at Westhampton (now Francis S. Ga- 
breski Airport), so the tops to the 
underground bunkers at that airport 
would open and Atlas anti-missile 
missiles would launch to engage the 
incoming missiles. 

In the late 1950s, I occasionally de- 


livered prescription drugs to the offi- 
cers at the Air Force base (the 773rd 
Aircraft Control and Warning Squad- 
ron). My dad owned the drugstore in 
town. Barbed wire surrounded the 
773rd. Two soldiers with rifles at the 
entrance gate let you in. Inside were 
newer barracks buildings, a gymna- 
sium, a rec hall, an officers club, and 
a PX where I remember seeing officers 
buy such stuff as candy bars, toilet- 
ries, stamps, envelopes and _ bever- 
ages. Also there, off limits, were sev- 
eral bomb-proof concrete buildings 
that comprised the command control 
office. Inside, watching green screen 
radar monitors, the technicians kept a 
close eye on the skies. 

Meanwhile, at our family’s home on 
South Fairview Avenue, my dad would 
listen to the news on his radio console 
and then, with the radar tower turn- 
ing to monitor the skies, we'd hear, at 
1-minute intervals, a short “zzzzzzt” 
sound as the radar signal bounced off 
us. It didn’t seem to harm anyone. 

“A small price to pay to defend 
America,” Dad said. 


And then, sometimes at night, we 


could hear and even see military exer- 
cises over the Atlantic Ocean, where 
retired ships were shelled by the planes 
from Westhampton coordinating with 
the radar instructions from Montauk. 
Then, one day, the officer in charge 
of the 773rd came into our store 
(White’s Drugstore) tearfully telling 
my dad how much he had been ap- 


preciated going down in the middle of 
the night to the store to fill an urgent 
prescription for someone, but now the 
base was being ordered closed. 

And so these abandoned military 
facilities sat in the woods by the

teriorating unattended for decades. 
And during that time, young people 
continued to secretly climb around 
in it. (I visited it three more times.) 
Underground tunnels led to racks of 
ammunition shelves. Now the early 
computer machinery in blast-proof 
concrete buildings became accessible. 
One young author, Preston Nichols, 
wrote a book called The Montauk 
Project: Experiments in Time. The 
book described time travel experi- 
ments and other secret government 
projects nobody was allowed to know 
about. A first book led to a second and 
then a third. The book partly inspired 
the hit Netflix series Stranger Things, 
which was originally going to be called 
Montauk. I was mentioned in the sec- 
ond book. I'd written the author that it 
was a load of crap. He declared me to be 
part of the government's secret cabal. 
Most of Camp Hero is under the 
jurisdiction of the New York State Of- 


fice of Parks, Recreation and Historic 


Preservation. The park, mostly unde- 
veloped, opened to the public in 2002. 

Stop by. It’s a remarkable place to 
visit, even in the winter. But go there 
before sunset, so the goblins don’t at- 
tack your car.

Ihe oceanfront Marram Montauk sold in a multi- 

million deal last year — but for how much 
exactly? 

According to Suffolk County deed transfers avail- 


able late last week, the official price tag of the hospi- — 


tality property at 21 Surfside Terrace shows it trad- 
ed at $77.5 million, making it the most expensive 
commercial deal of 2022. 

An affiliate of KSL Capital Partners, a private- 
equity firm based in Denver, Colorado, specializing 
in travel and leisure investments, acquired the 96- 
room boutique resort, paying nearly $808,000 per 
key. 

“We are excited to offer visitors to Montauk re- 
fined, beachfront hotel accommodations that let 
them relax and. unwind,” according to a statement 
issued from the firm this week. 

KSL Capital Partners boasts many high-end re- 
sorts in the United States and the United Kingdom 
on its website, including the Grand Hotel Mackinac 
Island in Michigan, the Fairmont Grand Del Mar in 
San Diego, California, and Postcard Inn Beach Re- 
sort & Marina in Islamorada, Florida. It also owns 
Squaw Valley and Alpine Meadows, now called Pali- 
sades Tahoe, two of the leading ski resorts in the 
nation. 

“Following a $9 million renovation in 2018, we 
are continuing to invest in the hotel and are plan- 


ning on improving our meeting space for weddings . 


and events for the 2023 season,” the statement on

The property last changed hands when it was 
called the Atlantic Terrace resort. Another Dela- 
ware-based limited liability, Oceanview Terrace 
Hotel, paid $32 million for it in 2018. © 

The resort, located near downtown Montauk, 
then underwent a major renovation to modernize it. 
It was renamed Marram for the wild grass on the 
dunes surrounding the property.

After.the 2018 purchase, Oceanview Terrace Ho- 
tel and Bridgeton Holdings, a foreign-based hospi- 


. tality management and investment company that 


had an interest in the hotel and was also managing 
the restaurant were involved in a lawsuit with the 
Town of East Hampton over the use of a snack bar 
that the town said had been converted to a full-ser- 
vice restaurant without approval. 

The two entities settled in June of 2021, accord- 
ing to The East Hampton Star. 

Mostrador is described on the hotel website as 
an “on-site seasonal outdoor counter service café, 
which celebrates a refined approach to Latin Ameri- 
can cuisine led by award-winning chef Fernando 
Trocca and restaurateur Martin Pittaluga of José 
Ignacio’s La Huella & Mostrador Santa Teresita.” 

As for the hotel rooms, they go for $500 to $1,300 
a night during the summer and $350 to $500 a 
night in the shoulder season, according to the ho-_ 
tel’s website. : 

The deal closed on May 20, 2022. The owner is 

listed as a Delaware-based limited liability compa- 
ny called Ocean View NY Holdings. Eastdil Secured - 
brokered the transaction, according to The Real 
Deal. 
- Bridgeton Holdings still owns Journey East — 
Hampton, a 25-room hotel at 490 Pantigo Road, 
which had been put on the market at the same time 
as Marram, but has since been removed.

A fan or blower 
installed will help circulate the heat. 


Troubleshoot and Correct Problems 
For example, white stains in the bricks

CAMPBELL LA PUN

bee, issue’s cover art by Campbell La Pun comes to 
us from DTR Modern Galleries. Born in New Zea- 
land, La Pun called Melbourne, Australia home until 
he took his budding art career to Tokyo, Japan. There 
he blossomed into a renowned international artist, 
using paints, aerosols, stencils and images of iconic 
pop culture characters from video games, films and 
anime. Here, La Pun discusses this week’s cover art, 
his career and his greatest artistic achievement. 


What inspired you to paint “Sakura Hana- 
mi — Ful” and how does it serve to expand 
your Sakura Hanami series? 

On my walk to my studio I used to pass through 
a famous walkway to the main Kamakura shrine 
which was full of cherry blossoms during the sea- 
son. I would always think about if it was possible 
I could paint them using spray paint and create 
paintings that would give the same feeling being ab- 
sorbed at the peak when they were blooming. 

Towards the end of the season as the flowers 
would start to fall, I’d notice more sky in the back- 
ground so the later paintings had more blue in the

background representing this change which com- . 


pleted the series of paintings that year. 


How was this piece created? Walk our 
readers through your creative process. 

First I'll select images of different individual 
flowers and create stencils from them. Each flower 
is then separated into around five layers splitting 
colors from dark to light which is then each cut by 
hand using a scalpel. The first layer is attached to 
the panel and painted using spray paint, then the 
same step repeated for each remaining layer until 
the flower is complete. The next flower is then at- 
tached and the process repeated over and over until 
the painting has enough flowers to create the feeling 
of the cherry blossom season.

When do you consider the starting point of 
your art career, and how did your move to 
Japan impact your career trajectory? 

I feel there’s been two starting points to my art

career. It first started with an interest in music, 


and I continued to study sound as art through uni- 
versity. In 2013 I decided to start painting, creating 
my first pieces at the start of the year which went 
straight to a gallery, and it hasn’t really stopped 
since then. 

I moved to Japan later that year which allowed 
me to focus on the work and to establish myself as 
an international artist. 


How and when did your partnership with 
DTR Modern Galleries begin? 

DTR first contacted me in 2017, and we’ve been 
working together ever since. They’ve been incredible 
to work with since the very beginning, and I’m very 
fortunate to have found such a professional gallery. 
Everyone at each gallery is a pleasure to work with. 
I enjoy all the artists they represent, so it’s always a 
thrill to see my work hanging next to them. 


What do you consider the greatest ac- 
complishment or accolade of your art ca- 
reer so far? 

I really loved working with Dom Perignon for a 
private event in Switzerland; my first Paris.solo

show will always be a great memory, and I’m now 
looking forward to putting a new show together at 
DTR in Boston in the fall. I try to think I’m always 
just at the beginning of my career, so I'll always 
be working on my greatest accomplishment. 


What do you find most rewarding about 
creating and sharing your art? 

The most rewarding part is completing the 
work and sending it out into the world for some- 
one else to enjoy. It’s during the creation of each 
painting I work out what I plan to do next so by 
completing the piece, it allows me to understand 
the next piece and keep progressing and improv- 
ing the work. 


Would you like to share any closing 
thoughts or additional information? 

It will be DTR Modern Galleries’ 20th anni- 
versary this year which I’m honored to be a part 
of. Every artist’s work looks amazing, so I would 
recommend visiting one of the galleries when you 
have the opportunity.

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Unbossed, Unbowed & Underappreciated: | I! 
Shirley Chisholm’s Story Hits Bay Street for BHM

B” Street Theater is following up their ‘fas- 
cinating exploration of the infamous Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg with a deep dive into the life of 
another boundary-breaking woman of politics: 
the woefully unfamous Shirley Chisholm, the 
first Black woman elected to Congress in 1968, as 
well as the first Black woman to run for president. 
Coming to Bay Street for a public performance on 
Sunday, February 19 at 2 p.m. is Unbossed & Un- 
bowed, a one-woman play written and performed 
by Ingrid Griffith. 

“T didn’t know anything about her until about 
2015,” Griffith admits. “I saw a documentary 
about her run for president of the United States in 
1972, and that got me thinking, ‘How did she get 
there in the first place? What were her circum- 
stances like?’ ... Feeling like an outsider as a teen- 
ager when I came to the U.S., I was always curious 
to hear how other people like myself and African 
Americans get far, because I wasn’t seeing that on 
television or seeing people in leadership roles.” 

Griffith goes on to explain that growing up in 
Guyana, many of her Black neighbors held pres- 
tigious roles as doctors, principals, heads of the 
ministry and relatives of the president of Guyana. 
However, when her family moved to the United 
States when she was 12, to Wyandanch on Long 
Island, she was surrounded by people like her, 
including her parents, working two jobs just to 
make ends meet. 

Griffith’s story mirrors that of Chisholm’s (St. 
Hill at the time). At age 10, Chisholm returned 
to the U.S. after spending seven years with her 
grandmother in Barbados while her parents 
weathered the Great Depression in Brooklyn. Ex- 
pecting to see the fruits of her parents’ labor, she 
found them just as she left them — working. two 
jobs to afford living in a less-than-ideal neighbor- 
hood. 

“For me, it felt very much like my experience,” 
Griffith says of Chisholm’s adolescent arrival in 
the U.S., which influenced her decision to begin 
Unbossed & Unbowed at this point in the Con- 
gresswoman’s story. After producing a successful 
one-woman-play about her personal immigrant 
story, Demerara Gold, Griffith knew she was 
ready to tackle Chisholm’s story with the same 
grassroots fervor, but it would take years of re- 
search. 

“I’m doing this on a very grassroots level, and I 
think that’s what solo genres help us do as artists 
— to tell our stories and make it feasible for our- 
selves and also for the communities we're trying 
to reach,” she says. 

When Griffith began the process in 2015, her 
friends and family questioned why she was writ- 
ing about a historical figure who was barely 
known, which was discouraging. Then in 2018, 
Griffith noticed a wave of Black congresswomen 
créditing Chisholm as an inspiration, and she felt 
her passion renewed. She finished the script in

2020 and began to tour the show across the coun- 
try, building connections in many states and com- 
munities she'd never visited before. 

“This is like my purpose to be telling this par- 
ticular story out of any story — a story about 
social justice, making positive change and us be- 
ing the ones to do it, inspiring youngsters,” she 
says, adding that through the countless connec- 
tions she’s made via this show, “I don’t feel like 
an outsider anymore. ... There’s something about

‘that that’s inspiring and empowering me to own 


me; I’m becoming more of who I think I should've 
been all along.” 

In Unbossed & Unbowed, Griffith tells of a 
young Chisholm inspired by her father who, 
overworked as he was, became an advocate and 
spokesman for their community. When the de- 
cision was made for her to stay in Brooklyn for 
college, because her parents couldn’t afford the 
tuition prices offered by Vassar College and Ober- 
lin College, she switched her primary goal from 
becoming a teacher to becoming a community 


-leader like her father. She would go on to graduate 


from Brooklyn College, marry private investiga- 
tor Conrad Chisholm, earn her master’s degree at 
Columbia University and join the League of Wom- 
en Voters, the Urban League and the National As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP). 

Chisholm’s career in politics began in 1964, 
when she became the second African American 
to join the New York State Legislature. She then 
won a Seat in Congress — putting motherhood on 
hold to introduce legislation aimed at supporting 
gender and racial minorities and the poor, com- 
muting to Washington, D.C. from Brooklyn — and 
later co-founded the National Women’s Political 
Caucus. “We see the things she had to give up in 
her personal life to fight for the bigger picture, the 
larger community,” Griffith says. “She was going 
after the status quo, whether it was Black men, 
the white patriarchal system or women — she was 
fighting the status quo on all levels because she 
knew that things had to change, and she couldn’t 
wait.” 5 

While her political career was impressive, it 
wouldn’t help her much in her ill-fated presiden- 
tial campaign. Hit with racism and sexism from 
all sides, she wasn’t even allowed to participate 
in Democratic primary debates until she sued for 
the right to do so. Of course, Griffith has more to 
say regarding that eye-opening story. 

Throughout the fast-paced show, Griffith plays 
18 characters and weaves in humor with the his- 
tory. “It’s not just a history lesson, I have to say. 
It’s very entertaining, funny at times, and the mu- 
sic is great, very uplifting,” she says. © 

Before the public performance on Sunday, Feb- 
ruary 19, Bay Street Theater will present a perfor- 
mance exclusive to schools so that students can 
get an immersive lesson on an underappreciated 
trailblazer of Black history. “It’s good to engage 
people of all ages, but the younger generation in 
particular is what I want to connect to because 
they’re the ones that are going to have to make 
a difference and need to know now rather than 
later, like I did,” Griffith says. “It’s America’s 
history, and we need to know the full story. And 
that’s how we move forward.”

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Meet New Guild Hall Performing

long with its major renovation and capital im- 

provement project, resulting in a facility-wide 
upgrade, Guild Hall is putting some talented new 
hires in place ahead of their planned reopening. 
Among them is new Director of Performing Arts 
Nick Schwartz-Hall who brings more than three 
decades of experience creating shows at world-class 
venues and working with acclaimed artists. 

Set to begin his tenure at Guild Hall in April, 
Schwartz-Hall was chosen through a year-long, 
comprehensive national search. He last worked as 
Senior Producer at The Music Center, Los Angeles, 
where he championed intercultural relations, and 
developed programs such as the Summer Sound- 
Waves outdoor concert series featuring Latin and 
African diaspora artists, Max Richter’s SLEEP in 
Grand Park, and Joni 75, a birthday celebration of 
the music of Joni Mitchell. Schwartz-Hall also es- 
tablished the Music Center’s producing department 
and oversaw the annual Glorya Kaufman Presents 
Dance season. 

He comes to Guild Hall with limited experience of 


the East End, but Schwartz-Hall has an open mind 
and already appears to understand the weight of the 
institution’s powerful heritage and what it means to 
the community after more than 90 years supporting 
the arts locally. 

“I was contacted when the search was launched 
for the Guild Hall position, and I wasn’t really look- 
ing to move or anything, but it’s just such a unique 
and remarkable opportunity to work across all areas 
of the performing arts in a beautiful location with 
a great legacy. A lot of people and artists I work 
with, they told me just the loveliest things about it,” 
Schwartz-Hall says, speaking on the phone from 
Los Angeles, adding, “Basically, in a nutshell, it was 
just too good an opportunity to pass up on.” 

The new director points out that he spent 10 years 
at the Brooklyn Academy of Music (BAM) before 
moving to L.A., and they did a fair amount of work 
with Robert Wilson in Water Mill during his time 
there. He also went fishing off Montauk every sum- 
mer, so the area isn’t completely new to him. 

“T’ve paid two visits to East Hampton and I’ve seen 
what the theater is going to look like when it’s done, 
and I think it’s exciting,” Schwartz-Hall says. “It’s 


_ selves together. 


under renovations so it’s a little hard to say, but it’s 
a super interesting combination of the historic ar- 
chitecture and a complete modern upgrade in terms 
of sound and building in positions for cameras — I 
think it’s kind of the best of both,” he continues not- 
ing that things like the John Drew’s circus-tent ceil- 
ing design will remain in place. 

“T don’t know the history, but I can see and feel 
how important the space is to the community in 
East Hampton, and my sense is that (Guild Hall 
Executive Director) Andrea Grover and the leader- 
ship, and the architects and the technical side have 
really tried to be very careful and respectful about 
maintaining what it is that feels special about that 
space, at the same time trying to put upgrades in, in 
terms of how comfortable the seating will be and the 
acoustics,” he says. “I’m excited to see what it will be 
like when we finally get in there next year.” 

Schwartz-Hall has an extensive background in 
theater and music, but he remained cagey about 
his vision for exactly what people should expect on 
the Guild Hall stage. “I’ve had at least four differ- 
ent versions of a vision so far. Not to be coy, but I’ve 
literally just started the conversations with Andrea, 
and I’m not the kind of programmer who’s just like, 
‘It’s all about what I see as important and everybody 
else just shows up for it,” he explains, describing a 
desire to truly get to know the community and be 
“both innovative and responsive.” 

He has a love for contemporary dance, intimate 
theater productions, spoken word and storytelling, 
and he shares excitement about podcasts, along 
with shows like “The Moth” on National Public Ra- 
dio and even stand-up comedy. “I’m really aware 
and intrigued that Spalding Grey was part of the 
community there when he was still alive and active,” 
he says. “I think that space could be a fantastic place 
for monologue and new work like that.” 

“Nick is a rare find with an astounding breadth 
of professional accomplishments and versatility in 
genres,” Grover says of Schwartz-Hall. “But what 
Nick and the search committee most connected on 
was a deep love for artists and a belief that art helps 
us become better neighbors and global citizens. As 
Nick says, “The arts provide us with ways to speak 
with each other about our common humanity, share 
values and perspectives, and uphold creativity and 
innovation in our communities. And, to enjoy our-

esponsiveness, creativity and persis- 
tence are the keys to Darlene Streit’s 
success as a real estate broker. 
A national top-producing agent 
with the Corcoran Group, Streit fo- 
cuses primarily on luxury properties in Palm Beach, 
West Palm Beach, Wellington, Jupiter, Delray and all 
of South Florida. 

“Buying or selling a home is a major transaction 
for most people. Understandably, they always want 
to know what's going on,” Streit says. “Communica- 
tion is extremely important to me and to my buyers 
and sellers. I answer the phone and I get back to peo- 
ple right away. I know clients can be concerned about 
their transaction at times, and part of the worry can 
come from waiting in suspense. The quicker I can 
address a concern or a question, the better. Some-

“When I have a listing and showings are slow, I 
like to check in with the seller to let them know what 
I’m doing to market the property, whether or not I 
have received any inquiries, the general state of the 
market — whatever it is, people appreciate updates,” 
she says. “One thing I always say when teaching oth- 
er agents is that no one knows you're working if you 
don’t tell them what you are doing for them, espe- 
cially now that properties are staying on the market 
longer. You could be working incredibly hard, but the 
seller may think you’re not paying attention to their 
listing unless you let them know you're on top of 
things. It’s all about communication.” 

Throughout a stellar career that has spanned two 
decades, Streit has closed more than $1.9 billion in 
transactions. She has excelled in red-hot markets, 
downcycles and every type of market in-between. 
She gets transactions done through responsiveness,

creativity and persistence — which takes a front seat 
in uncertain times such as the current market. 

“Transactions sometimes get complicated with 
so many variables,” she says. “You have to look at a 
transaction from all sides of the equation and try to 
come up with a solution that works for everyone.” 

When buyers are having trouble finding some- 
thing that checks all their boxes, she taps into her 
vast network. 

“T’ve found so many properties for people off-mar- 
ket,” she says. “It’s about knowing the right people 
and making connections.

ners had development experience, leading Streit to 
problem-solve by finding someone to successfully 
manage the development. She took charge and lo- 
cated an experienced developer, Tommy Gardner, 
and as fate would have it, she wound up marrying 
him. At the same time, she restructured the lot sales 
program to facilitate sales to home builders while ad- 
vising and marketing homes for the home builders. 
Sales were increased substantially, and the develop- 
ment was a very successful New Urbanist commu- 
nity. 

Now based in her native Florida, where Streit has 
lived at various times throughout her life, she contin- 
ues to work with her husband, along with her market- 
ing director and talented staff, all collaborating on 
the extensive marketing campaigns she undertakes 
for each of her properties as Florida continues to at- 
tract buyers from across the country and the globe.

f you don’t like waiting around for a game 
of pickleball, why not rent a house in East 
Hampton that has its very own state-of-the- 
art pickleball court? 

This brand new dramatic European farm- 
house, currently being built in the Northwest Woods, 
will be ready and available for rent this Memorial 
Day through the end of September for $475,000. 

“Tt’s going to be the first house built with pickleball 
to be put on the rental market,” says Keith Green, an 
associate broker of Sotheby’s International Realty, 
who has the exclusive listing with his partner, Ann 
Ciardullo. 

Set on two acres on Old Northwest Road, the 
9,700-square-foot abode features seven bedrooms, 
seven full and two half-baths on three levels of living 
space and a 30-foot great room with a wall of glass 
overlooking the tree-lined backyard. Among the nu- 
merous amenities for leisure and entertaining are a 
lower-level theater, a gym, a sauna, a steam shower, 
a massage room, a recreational room and a wine 
cellar, as well as a garage outfitted with an electric 
vehicle charger. 

“They literally told the builder to pull out all stops: 
They want everything,” says Green, adding, “As bro- 
kers, we’ve never been more excited about a home 
that was not on the ocean.” 

“It’s really going to be quite amazing,” Ciardullo 
adds. “The property is spectacular with a pool house 
with kitchenette and fireplace and a gorgeous gunite 
pool with a separate spa.” 

Then, there’s the sunken pickleball court, perfect 
for fans of what has become the fastest growing sport 
in America. 


Made for Picklers

some refer to them as picklers — Arlene Rodriguez, 
who owns the property with her husband, Tom Fitz- 
patrick, thinks the pickleball court will be a welcome 
addition to the house. 

“It’s a great thing to have, even if youre just start- 
ing,” says Rodriguez of the pickleball court. 

“The learning curve’s easy. So, I think people will 


have a lot of fun with that — just an added thing to 
do outside.” 

Pickleball, a combination of tennis, Ping-Pong and 
badminton, is played on a 20-by-44-foot court, the 
same size as a doubles badminton court, with a 36- 
inch net and striped similarly to a tennis court. 

Though pickleball’s roots date back to 1965, it ex-

ploded in popularity during the COVID-19 pandem- 
ic, growing nearly 40% from 2019 to 2021, according 
to a 2022 report from the Sports & Fitness Industry 
Association. 

Planning to reserve the house in the off-season for 
her family and friends, Rodriguez says her sincerest 
hope is for people to be happy there. 

“I think it’s going to be a place where people are 
going to have great memories because they have so 
much to do right there.” 


A Collaborative Effort 

This is the second rental property in the Hamp- 
tons for the owners, who are based in Chicago, and 
their first foray into building a home here. 


They tapped Phil Kouffman, a noted local builder, 
Hawaii-based draftsman Jorge Rios to develop this 
house, and Wainscott interior and construction de- 
signer, Debra Geller of Debra Geller Interior Design 
for the project. 

The design team took about two and a half years 
to come up with an optimal layout, notes Kouffman, 
whose eponymous firm has offices in East Hampton 
and Westhampton Beach. 

“I designed this house and positioned it where 
it would be very private from the road where you 
wouldn’t see it,” says Kouffman. 

The residence, he explains, is different from many 
of the other homes being built in the Hamptons. “It’s 
not completely traditional and it’s certainly not mod-

ern, but it has the elements of all of those, both inside 
and outside,” says Kouffman, adding that it has big 
voluminous rooms that flow into one another and a 
large mezzanine and an abundance of glass looking 
out into the backyard’s private forest of white pines. 

Due to the slope of the property between the pool 
and pickleball areas, they opted to recess the court 
on a lower tier, he explains. “So, it makes it look like 
it was all built in naturally.” 

Geller likens it to a well-though-out resort. 

An integral part of the design entailed extending 
the indoor living space seamlessly into the outdoors. 
Set off the main kitchen, the outdoor barbeque/ 
kitchen has a double-island and a dining area with 
seating for fourteen. Further along the blue stone pa- 
tio, is a firepit surrounded by comfy seating. 

For the interiors, Geller was inspired by an 18th- 
century property in the Berkshires she has admired 
for years, melding old-world style with modern ele- 
ments. 

“I wanted to create a European feeling in the 
house, but give it some sexiness,” Geller says, adding, 
“You walk in and you just feel the space like a warm 
cozy sweater.” 

Combining a mix of colors and textures, the 
home’s exterior is black, mixed with warm stone. 
Inside are white oak floors paired with roughhewn 
exposed beams, set against a backdrop of dramatic 
black windows. 

“And then we have this grand fireplace that will be 
done with hand Venetian plaster and a white finish 
that will give it an ethereal look,” she says. 

The great room will also include a deep reading 
nook surrounded by wall sconces and cabinetry. 

“It’s a place you can go and get lost in the space,” 
says Geller. 

That is, if you don’t get lost in your pickleball game.

uxury abounds both inside and out ata 
massive, waterfront Boca Raton home 
on the market for $39.5 million. 
Boca and the surrounding Palm 
Beaches are certainly not devoid of 
opulence. Still, this mansion stands out, no easy 
task given the neighborhood, the exclusive Royal 
Palm Yacht & Country Club, nestled along the In- 
tracoastal Waterway and Capone Island. 

Gary Pohrer of Douglas Elliman, the exclusive 
listing agent, calls the mansion at 200 West Coco- 
nut Palm Road unprecedented for “Its sheer size, 
along with the fact that it is a triple lot with 300 
feet of water frontage.” 

The living space totals more than 18,000 square 
feet — that makes some of the multimillion homes 
in the Hamptons and Palm Beach seem small. 

A grand, double-height foyer leads into expan- 
sive living areas that include a great room with 
a fireplace and a view out over the resort-style 
swimming pool. 

Down an arched gallery hallway is the first of 
two wings, the first of which includes the main liv- 
ing areas. 

At the heart of any home is the kitchen, which 
looks like it could be out of a scene in Europe with 
brick, a coffered ceiling, a mural backsplash, a 
farmhouse sink, and rich woods. Top-of-the-line 
appliances blend in or are hidden away in the ex- 
quisite cabinetry and a large center island seats at 
least four, while a connected breakfast area has 
two sides of windows that overlook the pool. There 
is also a walk-in pantry and an office off the kitch- 
en where the meals can be planned. Another office 
can be found at the beginning of the other wing. 


The resort-style, waterfront mansion sits ona 
triple lot and includes a large, freeform pool and 
yet still boasts a large grassy area. 
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The kitchen features top-of-the-line appliances that blend into the space. 
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The theater holds comfortable, plush chairs for movie-watching. 


Another large, but cozy living space with a stone 
hearth can be found just off the kitchen with 
arched french doors that lead outdoors to a grand 
entertainment loggia with a stone fireplace. 

The formal dining room, located across the hall 
at the front-side of the house, is among Pohrer’s 
favorite rooms in the house. 

“The dining room and wine room are over the 
top. The octagonal table seats 16 right next to 
an epic wine room,” he says of the temperature- 
controlled space, which lends itself to an old-world 
feel with brick walls and countryside murals in 
window cutouts. 

The large table in the dining room sits under- 
neath a chandelier and a hexagonal mural on the 
ceiling. 


Other living areas on this wing of the first floor 
include a media room with plush chairs, a game 
room with an eating area and a bar and a sitting 
room with a bar that has sliding glass doors that 
also open to the outdoor living area. 

A laundry room in the center of the home offers 
two washers and two dryers and a center island. 
There is also a six-car garage. 

The other wing of the home holds the primary 
suite. The generously-sized bedroom under a 
vaulted, coffered ceiling has room for a sitting 
area, though there is also a separate sitting room. 
Both spaces open to a porch overlooking the pool 
and backyard. The bedroom also has a front-facing 
porch, as well. 

A hallway past two walk-in closets leads into a

primary bathroom that Pohrer describes as enor- 
mous. It features a large soaking tub at its center. 
Long, built-in vanities run along each side of the 
bathroom, one with a make-up station. There are 
also two washrooms for privacy. 

Up on the second level, accessed by either of the 
two staircases, there are eight bedroom suites, 
many with built-in bookshelves and cabinetry, as 
well as vaulted ceilings and plenty of natural light. 

The second level is also home to a sitting area, a 
second laundry room, a study loft, a storage area 
and a spacious exercise room. 

A two-sided balcony that gives a bird’s eye view 
of the backyard that can easily be mistaken for 
that of a world-class resort. 

The freeform pool with a waterfall edge that 
looks out at the water is surrounded by flagstone 
terraces. The pool weaves around circular raised 
beds filled with tropical plantings and decorative 
water jets and features a spa and slide.

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The Retreat: Helping Teens Set Healthy Relationship Boudaries : 


FEBRUARY IS TEEN DATING VIOLENCE AWARENESS 
MONTH.

O ne in three young people will be in an abusive 
or unhealthy relationship. During this Teen 

Dating Violence Awareness Month, The Retreat’s 

Teen Leadership Council is working to bring that 

statistic as close to zero as possible. 

The Retreat is an East Hampton-based nonprofit 
that provides resources — including shelters, legal 
services, counseling, a 24-hour hotline and more — 
to survivors of domestic abuse. Their Teen Leader- 
ship Council (TLC) is made up of a group of high 
school students focused on preventive education. 
They’re dedicated to providing their peers with the 
knowledge and resources to identify unhealthy re- 
lationship patterns, and empowering them to have 
healthier connections with their partners, friends 
and loved ones. 

“All of us have messy relationships,” says Preven- 
tion Education Program Director Helen Atkinson- 
Barnes. “We can all do better in terms of learning 
to connect, to take responsibility, to build that rela- 
tionship with ourselves.” 

The Teen Leadership Council helps its members 
connect with themselves and others by practicing 
relationship essentials in a safe space. Through ac- 
tivities like practice dialogues, members learn skills 
like establishing healthy boundaries. When people 
are able to practice setting boundaries in a comfort- 
able environment, they eventually feel more confi- 
dent doing so in their day-to-day lives. ~ 

“One of the most important lessons I learned was 
how to say no,” says Aela Bailey, 18. “I struggled 
with this a lot when I was younger, both in friend- 
ships and relationships, and I feel like TLC helped 
to give me a voice.” 

TLC applies the same concept to identifying red 
flags in relationships. The members have continu- 
ous dialogues about what are healthy and unhealthy 
behaviors in relationships. Common themes that 
surface include high levels of jealousy, controlling

behavior, manipulation and a lack of privacy. 

“Being in TLC helps you to put a name to the face, 
meaning youre not questioning, ‘Oh, is this what’s 
supposed to be happening?” explains Bailey. “Now 
it’s more like, ‘I know exactly what this is,’ and I can 
identify it in my relationship and work on it and 
make it stronger.” 

Part of what makes the Teen Leadership Council 
so effective is that it’s built by a community of high 
school students. They have insight into the prob- 
lems and relationship dynamics that are specific to 


this generation, so they can come to peers from a> 


place of support and respect rather than the unin- 
tended condescension of some well-meaning adults. 

- “One of the (lessons) that really sticks out to me is 
how we go about supporting people that are experi- 
encing dating violence,” shares TLC member Kimberly 
Mendez, 17. “You don’t want to come off as judgement- 
al or aggressive. You want to be a support system.” 

She further explains that one of the biggest prob- 
lems this generation is facing is a lack of healthy 
coping mechanisms to deal with unhealthy rela- 
tionships. This is especially challenging considering 
the new ways in which dating violence manifests in 
the modern age. New red flags are becoming more 


and more common: insisting on shared social me-. © 


dia passwords, stalking someone’s online location 
and disregard for their phone privacy. _ 

“(Dating violence today) is not always the same 
as what we experienced,” says Atkinson-Barnes. 
“So much of relationships are online these days, 
whether it’s through dating apps or social media. 
That whole world is constantly evolving.-So teens 


are their own best experts on these issues.” 


Juliette Kearns, 18, explains that a huge factor

for modern dating violence is how relationships are . 


portrayed on our screens. 

“It’s perpetuated so much by the media,” she says. 
“In TV and movies we see so many red flags and 
dangerous signs that are normalized. And people 
don’t know any better because it’s excused, and put 
into this different light.” 

She shares that one of TLC’s biggest. mantras is 
that love is learned. That’s why it’s so powerful that 
the members of TLC use what they learn to treat 
not only their partners, but everyone with compas- 
sion and respect. In the words of Courtney Hyland, 
The Retreat’s Prevention Education and Distance 
Learning Specialist, they “model the behavior they 
hope to see in others.” 

“Relationship violence or unhealthy behavior 
comes up in everyone's life in some way, shape or 
form,” says Kearns. “So to do what you can to edu- 
cate yourself and spread as much information as 
you can is really important.” 

By educating in a way that is preventive rather 
than reactive, the Teen Leadership Council empow- 
ers everyone to have healthier relationships with 
their significant others, their friends and them- 


_ Selves. This February, we can all learn how to be

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Ask Beatty: 
Should I Swipe 
Right or Left?

A ccording to Statista’s Digital Market Outlook, 


online dating services reached 366.6 million: 


active users worldwide in 2022. And $2.86 billion 
in revenue was be generated globally through inter- 
net dating services in 2022. 

Today, top online dating sites and matchmaking 
services use complex algorithms to match millions 
of users together from a sea of prospective candi- 
dates. However, only a small percentage of dating 
sites and app users find true relationship success. 
Only 39% of users have gotten into a serious rela- 
tionship or married from meeting someone online, 
meaning that most people who use these platforms 
do not end up finding love. There are around 1,500 
online dating sites and applications worldwide. 
Many of them are highly specialized. While some 
focus on interracial dating, others serve niches like 
highly-religious, nonbinary, hook-ups, serious 
relationships, etc. When asked whether 
online dating platforms made them feel 
frustrated or hopeful, 45% reported 
that it made them feel frustrated, 28% 
answered that it made them feel hope- 
ful, and 27% said that it made them 
feel neither hopeful nor frustrated. 


HOW SAFE IS ONLINE DATING? 
Although more and more people are turning 
to online dating to find love, the risk to one’s safety 


can be quite high, especially when meeting up alone 


with total strangers. There are inherent dangers 
when meeting someone who you don’t know or have 
very little knowledge about, since it is easy for some- 
one to set up totally fake or misleading accounts. 
Therefore, when meeting someone for the first time, 
make sure that you meet during the day in a public 
space, where you can easily get away if necessary. 

I’ve always believed that whether you meet some- 
one online, in a church, synagogue, mosque or 
health club, you still need to go through an in-depth 
assessment process, using my “Never Make a Mis- 
take in Love Again” 10-step formula, based on my 
research and book, For Better for Worse Forever: 
Discover the Path to Lasting Love, in order to find 
out who someone is and is not. My research found 
that this assessment process takes approximately 
one year to complete. However, if you find that the 
minuses outweigh the pluses, don’t ignore the red 
flags. Give yourself permission to exit your relation- 
ship ASAP. 


WHO ARE THE ONLINE DATING USERS 

According to the Pew Research Center, while us- 
age of online dating sites is generally the same for 
different races and genders, the LGBT community 
has far more users than any section of the popula- 
tion. And interestingly, it is this section of the popu- 
lation that has the greatest number of successful 
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relationships. Nearly a quarter, 24%, of partnered 
LGB adults under 30 say their relationships 
began online and went on to marriage or 
at least become a committed long-term 
relationship. The biggest users when it 
comes to age range are those in their 
20s. Almost 40% of all men have used 
online dating as a way to find a partner, 
as compared to 27% of women. Even if 
the idea of sitting at your computer or on 
your phone and swiping right or left has 
never been your cup of tea, are you willing to 
be open to exploring the possibility of finding love 
online? 


WHAT ABOUT PERSONAL MATCHMAK- 
ING SERVICES? 

ConsumerAffairs says that matchmaking services 
can cost between $5,000 and $50,000 per year. In 
New York City, there are a number of upscale match- 
makers. If you are considering a matchmaker, make 
sure that you do your homework and come prepared 
with lots of questions before signing a contract. 
Ideally, it would be great if you could speak with a 
couple of people who have already worked with your 
prospective matchmaker. 


SUSAN AND JASON 

Susan is a 52-year-old divorced, single parent. 
Several months ago, she arrived at one of our ses- 
sions and told me that she was ready to begin to 
date and made the decision to join a couple of on- 
line dating sites. She spent several hours every day 
looking for her online love and recently told me 
that she thinks that she may have found her perfect 
match. Susan and Jason had been Zooming, texting 
and sexting for almost six months, but had yet to 
meet. Since they both live in East Hampton, I was 
surprised that they hadn’t made a date to meet in 
person and encouraged Susan to do so as soon as 
possible. 

The big day finally arrived. They decided to meet 


at Nick and Toni’s — a fashionable local restaurant 
for dinner. The next day I received a phone call from 
Susan who told me that the date was a disaster. She 
was devastated. They had little to talk about and af- 
ter just an hour their fantasy date came to an end. 


LESSONS TO BE LEARNED 

Since the majority of my single patients are look- 
ing for love online, I encourage people to meet in 
person after a few conversations, if they feel that 
there may be a real life connection. It’s better to 
know sooner whether there is a possibility for a rela- 
tionship or not, rather than spend weeks or months 
living in a fantasy world. 


HOW MUCH TIME ARE PEOPLE SPEND- 
ING ON THEIR DEVICES? 

The average American spends seven to 10 hours 
looking at a screen each day. Most people check 
their phones 58 times a day — 30 of those times are 
during work hours. Teens spend up to nine hours 
every day on their phones or devices. There are ob- 
vious advantages of staying connected — but our 
devices can also be communicating a strong “stay 
away from me” message, especially when you're out 
in public. Think of how many missed opportunities 
you may have had to meet someone because your 
head was buried in your phone! Be open to meeting 
people in a variety of venues!

all that vanity stuff becomes a lot less 
important when our health is at risk — 
and that’s a lot more likely to happen as 
we reach a certain age. 

To continue our conversation about 
heart. health for American Heart 
Month, I agreed to share a personal 
story about my own heart health and 
how a routine test led my doctors 
to discover a life-threatening heart 
malady that could have very easily 
led me to an early demise — and still 
might, though my chances are vastly 
improved. 

I, and thousands of people in this 
country (and possibly you), suffer from 
an ascending aortic aneurysm (AAA) 
in my chest, or thoracic region, which 
means that my aorta, the largest artery 
in the human body, directly responsi- 
ble for moving oxygenated blood away 
from the heart, has a bulge, expanding 
it to more than double its regular size. 
As that bulge grows bigger, the walls 
of the aorta get thinner and weaker, 
- which will eventually lead it to dissect 
or, worse, rupture — neither of which 
are good. 

A rupture is when all layers of the 
aorta’s wall tear, preventing blood 
from being pumped around the body. 
It’s commonly fatal, especially if you're 


not close to a hospital with the right 


doctors. A dissection, also not good, 
is a tear in the aorta’s wall that allows 
blood to leak between the layers — it 
also requires attention right away, but 
it’s not as immediately deadly as a rup- 
ture. While you have a bit more time 
to get yourself sorted, it could quickly 
become a rupture. : 

In an odd bit of timing for me per- 
sonally, fellow journalist Grant Wahl 
— a reporter for CBS Sports, Fox 
Sports and Sports Illustrated — died 
of a thoracic ascending aortic aneu- 
rysm (exactly what I have) that rup- 
tured while he was covering the World 
Cup in Qatar on December 10, right 
around the time I agreed to schedule 
a surgery to repair my heart. Wahl was 
only 49 years old (I’m 46). He was slim 
and appeared healthy, but to use a trite 
metaphor, he had no idea there was a 
ticking time bomb in his chest. 

If a doctor had been able to iden- 
tify Wahl’s AAA before it ruptured, he 
could have had it repaired and went 
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on to live a fairly normal life. Which 
leads me to the point of all this: Do not 
ignore your health, be aware of risk 
factors and make sure to get regular 
checkups. 

A ruptured or dissected aneurysm 
may lead doctors and EMTs to believe 
you're having a heart attack and treat 
it as such, but you cannot survive long 
without swift surgical intervention. 
This is exactly how we lost beloved 
Three’s Company actor John Ritter 
at just 54 years old after his AAA dis- 


sected. Without getting into all the de- - 


tails, his family reached a settlement 
in a wrongful death suit against the 
hospital where he died because doctors 
failed to identify the aneurysm until it 
was too late. 

Luckily for me, I had suffered inter- 
mittent racing heartbeat and/or palpi- 
tations for many years, so my regular 
physician, Dr. Tara Barcia at West- 
hampton Primary Care Center, gave 
me a simple electrocardiogram (EKG 
or ECG) and found some abnormal re- 
sults. It appeared, she said at the time 
last fall, that I might have had a “silent 
heart attack,” which is basically a heart 
attack that comes and goes without 
symptoms but can damage the heart 
and reduce life expectancy. 

More tests followed, including two 
stress tests (which also produced 
anomalies), an ultrasound and, finally, 


a CT scan, and all led my cardiolo- 
gist Dr. Dhaval Patel, who works with 
Stony Brook in Southampton and 


Center Moriches, to conclude that I 


had an aneurysm, not a silent heart 
attack. Had they not discovered this, 
my chances of a dissection or rupture 
would have continued to increase each 
year until one day, seemingly out of 
nowhere, I could have had a major car- 
diac event that I would be extremely 
lucky to survive. 

I would not have known that it’s dan- 
gerous for me to ride on rollercoasters, 
to lift heavy weight or get into extreme- 
ly stressful situations. I wouldn’t have 
been put on a beta blocker to keep me 
calm and my blood pressure low. And 
Id surely still be chewing dozens of 
pieces of nicotine gum each week, even 
though smoking and other forms of 
nicotine are major risk factors for this 
condition — I gave it up within about a 
week of learning the consequences. 

Unfortunately, most people with an 
aneurysm never have symptoms until 
it’s quite large, though I learned that 
the fatigue and shortness of breath I’ve 
had for some time, are actually signs 
that one might be affected. Back and 
chest pain, and a weak, scratchy voice 
are also symptoms. 

Did you know that famous Southold 
visitor Albert Einstein also died from 
an aortic aneurysm? He was already 


76 years old when it finally got him in 
1955, but they added years to his life by 
wrapping his aneurysm in cellophane 
in 1948. 

The technologies for repair have 
advanced greatly since his day, thank 
God. 

I am scheduled for open heart sur- 
gery in Manhattan very soon, which 
will entail my surgeon, Dr. Leonard 


_ Girardi, cutting out the affected sec- 


tion of my aorta and replacing it with 
a synthetic tube graft, and possibly a 
new valve, which will take about five 


hours. Recovery after that can take at 


least a month. 

It’s all pretty scary, but the success 
rate is over 90%, especially when 
done electively for someone of my 
relatively young age. And as much as 
I’m dreading the surgery and every- 
thing that comes after, it certainly 
beats the alternative. 

Grant Wahl’s family would surely 
give up everything to be able to go back 
in time and have a chance at a surgery 
like this..So I’ll hold onto that thought 
and remember how lucky I am to have 
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found the problem, and that we live in» 


a time where cellophane isn’t the best 
solution available.

ge phrase “company culture” may sound like a 
corporate buzzword, but it’s become an increas- 
ingly vital piece of an organization’s identity that af- 
fects employee retention and public perception. As 
companies attempt to adapt, they're making strides 


in diversifying staff and management and updating ~ 


company policies to be more inclusive. In seeking help 
with these transitions, many organizations contact 
advisory firms such as New York-based Evolv, founded 
by 2022 Out East End Impact Award winner Eboné 
Bishop. After working in corporate law for a number 
of years, in both America and Asia, Bishop has redi- 
rected her expertise to Evolv to help organizations 
implement positive change through improved com- 
munication, hiring practices, leadership and culture. 

When did you recognize a need for an advi- 
sory firm like Evolv, and what inspired you to 
be the one to fill that need? 

I realized the need about six years ago. I had re- 
turned to New York after working in Asia as an at- 
torney at a moment when the U.S. was engulfed in 
the first iteration of Black Lives Matter and the Me 
Too Movement. I had friends that would share their 
workplace experiences and clients that would inquire 
as to how they might think about matters of culture, 
engagement, inclusion and equity. This intrigued me 
as I was looking to transition away from the tradi- 
tional practice of law. I began to notice the needs and 
the gaps in this area and I started to seriously consider 
DE] as a viable path and that maybe I could help fill 
that need in an advisory capacity given my profes- 
sional and life experiences. 

How did your experience as a queer woman 
attorney of color prepare you to serve as the 
founder and CEO of Evolv? 

I think there are two things. Professionally, I’m very 
comfortable engaging with various types of clients on 
a range of matters, including those related to ESG (En- 
vironmental, Social and Governance) and the com- 
plexities of the internal functions of different types of 
organizations. 

Personally, I know what it’s like to be the only one 
or one of very few based on any one of my identities 
that you listed or the intersections of those identities 
in professional spaces. I’ve experienced being un- 
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derestimated, undervalued and underpaid. I’ve also 
experienced being passed over for promotions and 
excluded from important opportunities for profes- 
sional mentorship. I’ve traded stories and compared 
notes with friends having similar identities and the 
commonalities were astounding. So, I leverage all of 
this information in assessing the strength of an orga- 
nization’s organizational culture and identifying root 
causes of the challenges they face. 

How does a Diversity, Equity, Accessibil- 
ity and Inclusion plan benefit both employers 
and employees? 

Evolv takes a holistic approach, where our culture 
change work is rooted in principles of DEAI, with a fo- 
cus on effecting structural change. The question that 
I always ask companies with which I work is: who do 
you want to be in the world, both with respect to your 
staff and with respect to your audiences, clients and 
customers? How is that reflected in your values, be- 
haviors and practices? 

Employees increasingly want the aoe from which 
they receive their paycheck to align with their values 
and to treat them accordingly. Many companies have 
become more active and dedicated to strengthening 
their organizational culture, particularly with respect 
to DEAI. Of course, companies are aware of and con- 
cerned with their public image, which also informs 
their approach. Doing the ongoing work of culture 
change allows employees to show up fully and at their 
best because they feel more valued, which means that 
companies get the best work out of their teams, which 
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in turn means that the company is able to provide the - 


best services, products and/or programs to their audi- 
ences and customers. 


When assessing a company, how does Evolv’ 


determine the extent to which staff of all back- 


ND 


grounds are being treated equitably? 

Pay equity is a big one. Conducting salary audits 
across an organization can provide important infor- 
mation. Hiring and recruitment practices are also 
important to examine — specifically, the preferred 
educational and professional backgrounds and out- 
reach programs of a company can reveal the types of 
candidates a company desires and where it may miss 
the mark in considering a broader range of talent. A 
company’s approach to professional development can 
also impact overall organizational culture and em- 
ployee satisfaction. 

Have you noticed any tangible changes 
within the companies you’ve assessed since 
the summer of 2020, which sparked a reckon- 
ing on race in America following the murder 
of George Floyd? 

I don’t think we’re in a place where we can measure 
lasting change yet. We’ve seen employees agitating 
and saying, “Hey, we want our companies and orga- 
nizations to respond to the ongoing events in society.” 
They also wanted their companies to look inward and 
examine their shortcomings. We’ve also seen many or- 
ganizations responding, without or in addition to agi- 
tation by staff and external stakeholders. We're now in 
a moment when internal audits have been conducted, 
plans for change have been made and implementation 
has commenced. Change is measured over time and 
progress can be tracked in intervals: 6-12 months for 
“low hanging fruit” and 18—36 months and beyond for 
deep, structural change. So, we're still very early on. | 

What are some ways you support the LG- 
BTQ community? 

I serve on the board of the Astraea Lesbian Foun- 
dation for Justice, a public foundation that supports 
organizations in their work to strengthen the rights 
and protections of LGBTQIA+ people and communi- 
ties across the globe. For me, it’s very important to 
give back in accordance with my time, talents and 
interests. I also support local organizations such as 
Callen-Lorde, which serves the healthcare needs of 
the LGBTQIA+ communities in NYC, and where I re- 
ceived most of my healthcare in my 20s. 

Care to share any closing thoughts? 

The work of strengthening organizational culture is 
slow, sometimes protracted, and must be done across 
all functions and departments of a company, not just 
in HR. It’s extremely important to create and imple- 
ment a plan that is specific to the unique character 
and needs of your organization. Lastly, leadership, at 
all levels, cannot simply support this work. They must 
be engaged in the work and lead these initiatives both 
in tone and behavior.

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Union Trades Have What It Takes to 


Build a New Offshore Wind Industry

F inding a well-paying union job and making a ca- 
reer out of it seems to be harder and harder to 
do today. But with the recent pledges in New York to 
- build 9,000 megawatts of offshore wind by 2035, in- 
cluding a commitment to hire local workers and buy 
parts made in New York, the future is bright. As the 
General Foreman at the Haugland Group, I am work- 
ing on onshore construction for South Fork Wind, 
- one of New York’s first offshore wind farms. 

@rsted and Eversource have teamed up to build 
South Fork Wind with local workers from beginning 
to end. And they have made hiring union workers 
and buying local components part of their business 
plan. Combining job opportunities in New York and 
on Long Island with building a new clean energy in- 
dustry is important for me, my family and our com- 
munity on Long Island. ; 

I can't say I was thinking about any of that 30 years 
ago. When high school was over, I told my parents 
I was thinking about taking a year off; taking some 
time to myself. The following Monday, my stepfather, 

a lifelong union man, said to me in so many words: 
“Get up, get your boots on, you're coming to work.” 


With that, I was standing on a bridge first thing in the 
morning, cursing under my breath. 

I did not imagine, after joining the union in 1994, 
that I would be here today as a leader, married with 
two kids, owning my own boat and making a differ- 
ence every day I show up at the work site. I hope to 


share my story with others, including those at the 
National Offshore Wind Training Center in Brent- 
wood, because I believe a career in this industry 
will lead to even more opportunities for the next 
generation. 

At Haugland, we’re building South Fork Wind’s 
onshore substation, and the four-and-a-half-mile 
trench and cable ducts to reach it from the shore. The 
substation’s where the electricity from the offshore 
wind turbines is converted from Direct Current to 
Alternating Current so it’s ready to go into the grid 
for people to use. 

As union workers, we do the job efficiently and 
safely, all while being able to provide for our families 
and give more back to our communities and local 
economies. It’s what my stepfather did for me and my 
siblings when he married my mom and took in three 
kids, always bringing home a paycheck and putting 
food on the table. The big difference today is that 
what I’m working on is renewable energy infrastruc- 
ture, helping us give electricity to the state and the 
country in a better way. 

This project is something my kids are going to ben- 
efit from, and hopefully something they can be proud 
of. I want my kids to reach for the stars, to get it all. 
And I want them to do it while appreciating and un- 
derstanding what it took to build them a better future.

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Signs a Home Exterior Needs Updating 


a are a great way for homeowners to 
eshape their homes. Some may aspire to reno- 
vate so their home is more reflective of their per- 
sonal taste, while others may do so in an effort to 
make their homes better align with modern styles 
and sensibilities.

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Giving Opportunities to Individuals with 
Disabilities: JoAnn Vitale Helps RISE Life 
Services Create New Lives

J oAnn Vitale had been working in her new posi- 
tion managing community services in James- 
port for RISE Life Services for a short time. It would 
be a temporary job as she settled on Long Island 
after moving from New York City, with the goal of 
returning to her roots in the difficult world of men- 
tal health care. 

Among the residents in the home was Mary. In 
her 30s at the time, Mary did not have any real con- 
nection to family. Mary was not very verbal or social 
with other residents. Vitale did her best to forge a 
relationship with Mary and experienced some small 
success, with Mary speaking a few words to her from 
time to time. Vitale felt she had learned about Mary. 

But there was so much more to know. 

As Vitale was working one day, Mary picked up a 
copy of The New York Times and, to the astonish- 
ment of Vitale and every other person working at 
the home, she began to read the paper aloud. 

“Nobody knew she could read,” says Vitale. “I still 
don’t know how she learned. It was an incredible 
moment and I immediately recognized that people 
with disabilities always have other abilities. It is a 
matter of giving them the opportunities to grow.” 

That was in 1988. Vitale is still working with RISE 
Life Services and Mary is still in her life. 

“I fell in love with the individuals, and I have 
learned so much from them,” says Vitale. 

RISE is a Riverhead-based nonprofit organi- 
zation that was established in 1980 as Aid to the 
Developmentally Disabled (ADD) by family mem- 
bers who were concerned about the physical and 
emotional decline of patients compelled to live in 
crowded institutions. 

These family members believed that.appropriate 
treatment and training in a warm, sheltered, home- 
like environment would enhance their physical and 
emotional growth. With the support, funding and 
licensing of New York State’s Office of People with 
Developmental Disabilities (OPWDD) and the Of- 
fice of Mental Health (OMH), ADD came to life. 

In, 2018, ADD was rebranded as RISE Life Ser- 
vices to better reflect the scope and mission of the 
services the organization now provides. Today RISE 
operates 32 homes and four programs. 

Vitale has been a pioneer in creating one of the 
most evolved community programs on Long Island. 
She began her career in 1975 at North Shore Hospi- 
tal in Manhasset as the recreational therapist in the 
in-patient psychiatric unit. 

In 1988, state and federal funding was disappear- 
ing across the country. State institutions were being 
closed and individuals with disabilities were sent

home. Parents found agencies like RISE Life Ser- 
vices to take care of their loved ones. 

“Individuals with disabilities are so genuine. They 
just want to have friends, to be with other people,” 
Vitale says. “They are so pure. They care about other 
people. They face challenges every day, and we help 
them just do their best.” 

Among the initiatives Vitale implemented was ex- 
posing the residents to the world through field trips 
and other activities. 

“Most had never gone out into the community or 
had never eaten at restaurants, and we introduced 
that lifestyle at RISE,” she says. “Individuals in the 
residences are introduced to the community, to 
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baseball games, Radio City Music Hall, plays and - 


local restaurants to help the individuals be a part of 


the society most of us take for Soitea, 

In 2015, Vitale created RISE’s community food 
pantry with Island Harvest. This gave residents the 
opportunity to work at the food pantry and learn 
job skills. As RISE Life Services grew, so did Vitale’s 
ideas on how to make life better for individuals with 
physical and developmental disabilities. 

Executive Director Charles Evdos joined RISE 
Life Services in 2017 and saw the potential in the 
recreation part of the agency and, after approaching 
Vitale with the idea to create a day program for in- 
dividuals with disabilities, the well-known Program 
Without Walls at RISE was created. 

“Individuals living with disabilities need to be 
challenged to grow and succeed, and that is what we 
do in our programs,” Vitale says. “Our programs are 
different than many others, and that is why people 
seek out RISE.” 

In 2022, RISE Life Sepyiped partnered with the 
Spirit of Huntington to create another Without 
Walls program. 

RISE also provides mental health care ant, as the 
need for better care increases, has even begun a crit- 
ically important teen suicide prevention program. 

Vitale believes that her industry has come a long 
way since her earliest days, “but we still have a long 
way to go. People with disabilities need opportuni- 
ties. Their population has a 90% unemployment 
rate. They need more support than others, and ser- 
vices are difficult to come by.” 

Mary continues to read and for years will occa- 
sionally read to the people in her home. She is still 
very selective in whom she speaks with, but Vitale is — 
still one of the people who Mary will speak with, es- 
pecially these days. Mary’s day program was elimi- 
nated during the pandemic and when the programs 
began again, she ended up in Riverhead — with 
Vitale. 

Vitale says plenty of families still need help but 
do not know how to seek out assistance. “Early in- 
tervention is so important. The earlier care can be 
introduced, the better it can be for individuals with 
disabilities,” she says. 

Above all, Vitale has a message for families who 
are facing uncertainty: “Don’t ever underestimate 
what your child can do. Give them the chance to 
grow and learn. Give them the opportunities they 
deserve.”
